While the L'nited Slates is complet- 
ing at Panama the shipping connec- 
tion between the two great oceans of 
the world, financiers and engineers in 
Europe are seriously considering the 
project of connecting physically the 
two great nations of the Old World, 
and. incidentally. Orenl Britain with 
all Kurope and Asia. In such great 
■chômes the engineer must bow to the 
financier, and in the case of the Chan- 
nel tunnel the vigorous advocaey of 
Baron Emile d'Erlanger — one of the 
leaders of the financial world in 
Kourpe and a man who appears to 
think in millions— is a strong guaran- 
tee that the 177.000,000 which are re- 
quired for the scheme will be readily 
obtained. 

The present scheme for the) tunnel, 
it ta hoped, will come before the nest 
session of the British Parliament.' 
» hfcre are 1o be two lS-ft. tubes in the 
subaqueous portion. 24 miles In length, 
constructed by tho usual shield metb-i 
»d, with cast-iron rings, backed by 
grouting and lined with concrete on ' 
the inside so as to present a smoo,h 
surface, and thu* avoid obstruction in 
ease of derailment. The approach 
tunnels will bo of the ordinary land 
type. After leaving the coast tho 
tunnel is subject to two curves in 
order to bring it safely within the 
limits of the d>>«ircd geological for- 
mation. 

The descending grades of tho Brit- 
ish approach will be continued to 
about six miles from the coast lin«. 
which "ill b»> the lowest point. 
Thence there will be an easy rising 
incline to mii-channel, where ibe 
Krencb half, similarly graded and 
constructed, will moei the British 
portion. The French company has 
already legal powers, and is. there- 
fore ready to begin work as soon 
as the British Act is obtained.
